HE Lord Delawarr reported from the Committee of 
the whole Houſe appointed to take his Majeſty's moſt 
Gracious Speech into Conſideration, That the ſaid 
Committee had accordingly taken the ſame into Con- 
ſideration, together with the Memorials and other Pa. 
| pes referred to their Lordſhips, and were come to 
| the following Reſolution, vis. 


That it fully appears to this Committee, upon Conſideration of his Majeſty's 
Pech and the Letters and Memorials laid before the Houſe by his Ma. 
pes Order, That the Meaſures bis Majeſty has thought fit to take, were 

1 Honourable, Fuſt, and Neceſſary, for preventing the Execution of the 

dangerous Engagements entered into in favour of the Pretender, for pre- 
ſerving the Dominions belonging to the Crown of Great Britain by ſolenm 
Treaties, and particularly et of Gibraltar and the Iſland of Minorca, 
and for maintaining to the People their moſt valuable Rights and Privi« 
leges of Commerce, and the Peace and Tranquillity of Europe, 


Which being read twice by the Clerk, the Queſtion was put, /YZether 
to agree with the Committee in this Reſolution # 
It was reſolved in the Affirmative,

1. The Reſolution of the Committee being not only a Juſtification 
of the Meaſures therein mentioned, but tending to approve the Coun- 
ſels which have been given to the Crown relating thereto, we can by

no means agree, that it fully appears they were Honourable, Juſt, and 
Neceſfary, before they have been maturely and diſtinctly conſidered ; 
the only Queſtion as yet debated in the Committee (except the Reſolu- 
tion) being upon an Addreſs of Advice to his Majeſty, tor abtaining a 
further Security from, and Confidence in his Allies, in Caſe of a Rup- 
ture ; which Addreſs appeared to us more ſeaſonable and neceſſary in the 
preſent Conjuncture, than any Vote of Approbation: We therefore can't 
concur in approving Meaſures and Counſels not yet examined into, the 
turther Conlideration whereof may be alſo precluded by this Reſolution, 
2. The Papers hitherto laid before the Houſe, in order to the Conſi- 
deration of his Majeſty's Speech, are ſuch only as concern'd the Acceſſi- 
on of the States General to the Treaty of Hanover, and Letters and Me. 
morials ſince the Arrival of the Briiiſt Fleets on the Coaſts of Spain, and 
in Americe; but none of the Negotiations or Meaſures (which we ſup- 
poſe to have been many) that have been carried on between Powers, 
which his Majeſty's Speech, and the Reſolution alſo may have Relation 
to, have as yet been communicated to this Houſe ; but all thoſe Mea- 
ſures, and many others (unknown, as we believe, to this Houſe) are, in 
in our Opinions, intended to be approved and juſtified by this Reſolution : 
To which therefore we can concur no more, than ifit had declared the 
Meaſures Honourable, Juſt and Neceſſary, which ſhall hereafter be taken 
for the Purpoſe therein mentioned. 
3. Altho' we rely in themoſt dutiful manner on the Declaration made 
from the Throne of theſe Kingdoms; yet finding by the Papers laid before 

the Houſe, that any ſuch Engagement or Meaſure for putting the ſame 


in Execution, is abſolutely denied on the Part of Spain (one of the ſup- 
poſed Parties to the ſaid Engagement) we can't agree to the Reſolution, 


becauſe Time may evince, that the Informations his Majeſty has received 
concerning that Engagement, were not juſtly grounded, and the Mea- 
ſures taken to prevent the Execution of them, (whatever they were) 
not having been as yet particularly conſidered, we can't declare them 
Honourable, Juſt, and Neceſſary, 5 0 5 
I. We find it charged in one of the Papers laid before the Houſe, That 
very conſiderable Sums of Money have been ſent and employd in France, 
Holland, Pruſſia, Sweden, and other Places, to promote and accompliſh 
the Deſggus of the Britiſh Court: Which Inſinuation, as vile as we think 
it is, the Committee have not yet taken the ſame into Conſideration, 
tho a thorough Examination into the Grounds of that Conſideration, 
is, in our Opinions, abſolutely neceſſary for the Honour of his Majeſty's 
Government, and the Satisfaction of this Houſe, we can't therefore agree 
to the Reſolution, which as we conceive, may be conſtrued to ſtop all 
future Enquiries into this Matter, 

5. Whatever Meaſures may have been taken to preſerve Gibraltar 
and the Ifle of Minorca, yet we can't agree to declare them Honourable, 
Juſt and Neceſſary, before they have been fully conſidered in the Com. 
' mittee; and the rather, becauſe we find it aſſerted on the Part of Spain, 

in one or more of the Memorials before the Houſe, that a poſitive Pro. 
miſe has been made on the Behalf of Britain, for the Reſtitution of 
Gibraltar to Hain; on the Performance of which Promiſe, Spain, as it 
appears to us, (till infiſts; We can't therefore agree to the Reſolution, be. 
fore the Truth, and all the Circumſtances of that pretended Promiſe

are thoroughly examined into z which Promiſe, if it ſhould appear to 
have been made, as is aſſerted, we are of Opinion, that it was highly 
eriminal in theſe who adviſed it, 3 | 
8. The Meaſures taken for maintaining the Britiſß Commeree, and 
the Tranquillity of Europe, have not, as we think, been under the diſtin 
Conſideration of the Committee, line the Memorials and Letters were 
laid before the Houſe, The Oppoſitions made, if any, on the Behalt of 
Britain, at the Court of Vienna, to the Oſtend Company, are unknown 
to us, as well as the Circumſtances relating to the late Ba/tick Expediti- 
on; but yet all theſe Matters were the proper Conſideration of the Com- 

mittee: For which, and the other Reaſons abovementioned, we bein 
8 that the Reſolution propoſed may not give ſolid Ground 
of Satisfaction to the People of Great Britain, or to any foreign Powers 
in Alliance with us, or conduce to the Honour of his Majeſty's Govern- 
meat, or the Support of the Dignity of this Houſe, can't agree thereto.

if, on Account of their Uſeof their Right of Commerce, or in Hatred 


of that Alliance, any Diſturbance ſhould happen, and his Imperial Ma-. 


jeſty ſhould ſuſpend or retain the Payment of their Troops, in the Places 
of the Barrier, or the Payment of the Intereſt and Principal placed 
by Mortgage on divers Funds aſſigned by his Imperial Majeſty tor the 
| Security of that Payment, or make uſe of any other kind of Repri- 

zals, or ways of Force, that it is the Intention of the other contract. 
ing Powers, to protect and maintain the States General in their Right 
of Commerce to the Indies, and guarantee them from all the Conſe- 
quences which might reſult therefrom, without having Power to pro- 
ceed by Force againſt the Company of Oſiend, before the contracting 
Powers ſhall have agreed thereon ; And by another ſeparate Article, 
it being ſtipulared and reſerved to the States General, That they ſhall. 
continue to have the ſame Liberty, with reſpect to every thing that 
ſhall be propoſed to them by the contracting Powers, upon ſuch Points, 

whoſe Object ſhall be the GUY the Balance of Power in Eu.

rope, as they had hefore their Acceſſion, without being bound by their

And it feige to this Houſe, That His Pruſſian Majeſty did not con- 


cur in the ſaid Acceſſion of the States General; in Conſequence of all 
which, the Strength and Security which the Treaty of Hanover might 
otheryyiſe import in the preſent unhappy ConjunRure, is much weaken'd ; 
and in Caſe of a general Rupture, the Danger, as well as the Burthen of 
the War mult fall upon Great Britain; and the Preſervation of the Ba- 

lance of what Euro depend on the Continuance of the Friendſhip 


and Aſliſtance rahce alone, unleſs more effectual Meaſures are taken 
for that great End. 


Therefore, That this Houſe, out of Duty to His ſacred Majeſty, and 


ſrom their unſeigned Zeal for the Safety of his Government, and the Li- 
bertzeyot Europe, doth malt 12 eſcecli his Majeſty, to make new 


and preſſing Inſtances with his Pruſſian Majeſty, and the States General, 


to concur With his Majeſty and his other Allies, in ſuch Manner as the 
preſent critical and dangerous JunEture requires; And as, in the Event of 
a War, in Caſea Waris unavoidable, his Majeſty may, by the Bleſſing 
of God, ſecure a juſt Balance of Power in Europe, as well as the Reli- 
gion, Liberties, Properties and Commerce of his Subjects.

The Addreſs propoſed repreſenting, as we think, the preſent State of 
the late Defenſive Alliance made at Hanover, which, for ought appears 


to us, is the main Support on which Britain can depend, beſides its own 
Strength, in caſe of a general Rupture in Europe; we thought it highly 


neceffary that it ſhould have paſſed into a Reſolution, whereby his Ma- 


jeſty's Hands might have been ſtrengthened in his future Concerts with 


his Allies, and ſuch further Meaſures effected, as are neceſſary to pre- 


ſerve his Alliances during the War, againſt the dangerous Combinati- 
ons levelled againſt Great Britain, and by which ſuch a Repartition of 
Conqueſts, in Caſe of Succeſs, might be previouſly ſettled, as in the 
Event would prevent the Loſs of a juſt Balance of Power in Europe: 


And we are the more convinced of the Neceſſity of the Advice propoſed 


in the Addreſs, becauſe we find in one of the Letters laid before the 
Houſe, That a Propoſition has been made by the, Court of Spain to the 
King of France, tho' not agreed to, to declare himſelf againſt Great Bri 


Zain, on a Pretence (which we 1 is groundleſs) That the Defenſive 


Alliance between Great Britain and France doth no longer ſubſiſt.

the many weighty Points which ariſe thereon z on all which, the Advice 
and Support of this Houſe, in our Opinions, is abſolutely neceſſary : 
And ſince even the Facts relating to many of theſe weighty Matters, 
have not, as we 'conceive, been yet laid before the Houſe, we think the 

further Conſideration of the Speech ſhould not have been refuſed, there 
not being, as we believe, any Precedent for ſuch a Refuſal, under the 
like Circumſtances, on the Journals of this Houſe, 
2, His Majeſty's Speech containing the Cauſes of calling his Parlia- 
ment, an Advice of this Houſe to the Crown being required there- 
on, the Refuſal of the Day propoſed ſeems to us tending to diſable the 
Houſe from diſcharging rheir Duty to the Crown, as well as to the 
Kingdom, in this critical and Cangeroms Fong! And as the farther 
Conlideration propoſed is thereby at preſent refuſed, the Precedent, as 
we fear, lays a Foundation for depriving this Houſe, in future Times, 
of any Opportunity at all for ſuch Conſiderations, by which means this 
Houſe muſt (in our Opinions) be rendered uſeleſs in thoſe great Aﬀairs 
whereon the Safety and Support of theLiberties of the Kingdom may

1. Becauſe in the Bill it is enacted, That out of the Supply granted 
this Seſſion, there ſhall, and may be, from time to time, aſſigned and 
applied, ſuch Sums of Money as ſhall be neceſſary for, and towards an- 
ſwering ſuch Expences and Engagements as have at any time been, or 
ſhall be, before, or until, the 25th Day of December 1727, made by 
his Majeſty, in concerting ſuch Meaſures as he, in his great Wiſdom, 


thinks 


thinks will beſt conduce to the Security of the Trade and Navigation of- 
this Kingdom, and to the preſerving and reſtoring of the Peace of Europe ; 
which Clauſe we think inconſiſtent with that Part of the Bill which for- 
bids the Supplies to be iſſued to any other Purpoſes than rhoſe ſpecified, 
and renders ineffectual that Appropriation of the publick Money, which 
the Wiſdom of many Parliaments has thought, and we are convinced 
ought to be thought, a neceſſary Security againſtthe Miſapplication of it. 
2, Becauſe there is no Proviſion in the Bill, to oblige any Perſon to give 
an Account of any Money that ſhall be diſpoſed of by Virtue of the Pow-

3. Becauſe there are ſufficient Sums granted to anſwer every particular 
Purpoſe that Money can be wanted for, as far as our preſent Views can 
reach; and if any unforeſeen Emergency ſhould demand a further Sup- 
ply, we ſhould think that might be provided for, as has been formerly 
ractiſed, when Neceſſity required: And we are preſuaded this might 
e done with leſs Inconveniency, than by the Delegation of almoſt a DiCta- 
torial Authority, at leaſt til! the Parliament could be called together, 
who have given ſo many Inſtances of their Zeal to his Majeſty, that he 
could have no foom to doubt of their Readineſs to make good whatſo- 
ever he ſhould have expended for the Advantage of his People, 
4. Becauſe we think, that abſolute Powers ought to be given in a free 
Government, only upon Occaſions of evident Neceſlity, and when the 
very Being of the Government is in Danger; and tho' we allow our pre- 
ſent Circumſtances to be as melancholly as they have at any time been, 
et, we think it a very improper Remedy for our preſent State, to depart 
rom the approved, and in our gupgment, eſſential Forms of giving the 
publick Money, Nor can we be perſuaded, that jt is the only, or even 
the beſt Expedient, that can be found to extricate us out of our unhappy 
Situation, to repoſe ſuch a Confidence in the Crown, in the Diſpoſition 
of immenſe Sums of Money, as may, by the Advice of wicked änd un- 
capable Miniſters (if it ſhould be our Misfortune ever to have ſuch) be 
attended with great Prejudice to our Properties, and great Danger to our 
Liberties, with the Hopes of the Preſervation of which we cannot flat- 
ter ourſelves, but only by a ſtrict Adherence to thoſe excellent Parlia- 
mentary Merhods, of granting all Sums of Money only upon Eſtimates, 
and for Services publickly avowed, . 3 | 
5, Bechuſe the Precedents that were offered. to juſtify this Clauſe, 
were far from giving us any Satisfaction; for if they had been plain 
and full to the Point (which we think they were not) yet, in our Opi- 
nions, ought not to be followed, leſt Clauſes of the ſame Nature might 
become too frequent, and leſt an unlimited Power in the Crown, to 
raiſe Millions on our Fellow. Subjects, might be looked upon, by De- 
grees, as a Thing of Courſe, and ſo at laſt, the total Power, to levy 
and diſpoſe of the People's Money, be given to one Part of the Le: 
iſlature, which, by our wiſe Conſtitution is, and with Safety can only
